Madam  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1969. 

During  this  period  2,787  vessels  entered 
the  harbour,  with  a  total  of  1268,30b  n.r.t.  The 
actual  figures  are  - 

927  vessels  (including  131  yachts  and  15 
HoMc  ships)  from  foreign  ports  (265,518  n.r.t 

1,860  vessels  from  coastwise  ports 
(1002,788  n.r.t.) 

During  this  period  912  vessels  from 
foreign  ports  and  415  coastwise  ports  were 
inspected. 

249  vessels  from  foreign  ports,  and  8 
from  coastwise  ports  were  revisited. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good 
in  most  vessels. 

ITh  DOT I0F3  DISEASE. 

A  very  strict  watch  has  been  kept  on  all 
ships  crews  from  infected  areas. 

RODITHT  CONTROL . 

All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  examined 
for  evidence  of  rats.  The  cargo  transit  sheds  are 
treated  regularly  by  the  rodent  operators  of  the 
Councils  concerned.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for 
their  efficient  service.
